I shudder 
Whenever I think of what might have 
been the consequence. Soon they camo 
running in and motioned as to pull the 
veils off, they could hardly speak.

The two tax bills which were passed 


by the House at Harrisburg at the extra 
session of the Legislature would have 
pat twenty to twenty-five thousana dol- 
lars In the hands of the treasurer of 
Backs County each year. The two bills 
passed the Hoase Without a dissenting 
vote, but when messaged to the other 
lido of the Capitol were buried In the 
Senate graveyard. 
One of the 
bills 


provided that instead of the State re- 
turning three-fourths of the personal 
propeity tax to the counties, it should, 
In tho future, return nine-tenths of it. 
'i'ho other provided that tho counties 
•bould retain practically all of the 11- 
cenBd taxes collected within their borders. 
Tho enactment of tbe bills would have re- 
ra|tod In the return of about $1,000,000 
to the counties of tbe State. Tbe bills 
will in ill probability be again Intro- 
duced a', the regular session of the Leg- 
islature next year. 


In a very short space of time Bucks 


County has leaped to tbe front as a dis- 
trict that is working Industriously to 
better iti conditions in the matter of 
public roads. A year or two ago the 
finger of criticism was pointed at Bocks 
•i being one of the wont counties in the 
Sate in the maintenance of its roads. 
The lower end of the county especially 
of late hai built many miles of macada- 
mized thoroughfares, . and at the election 
last week a number of townships voted to 
•bo 1 lib the faroial system of working out 
roail tax and declared in favor of paying 
the tax in cash. This li a further step 
In the right direction. The Philadelphia 
Press in an editorial on Monday promi- 
nently calls attention to the new condi- 
tions here. That paper said: 


Tbe townships In Bucks county appear 


to have been a notable exception' to the 
average In voting on the question of abol- 
ishing the system of working oat the 
road tales. A majority of the townships 
of the ooanty voted, and with few excep- 
tion! declared in favor of paying tb* tax 
la cash. This, of course, ii due to the 
experience which the people have had 
With good roads which have been made ID 
•rime townships. In fact the disposition 
tc> expend money on roads has been far 
in ore liberal for many yean in the east- 
ern counties than In thoee farther in the 
interior. The more good roads there are 
th* mot* widespread will be the sent!- 
menHn their later. It will reach all 
parti of the State in time.

Tbe bloom of tbe 
one and blossom of the other are both 
beautiful. 
Tbe happy condition of mu- 


tual respoct brought about, we can know 
then and then only what real conversa- 
tion stands for. The enthusiastic crank 
and prosy man of business, tbe wit and 
the scboi -sides, each bave a place and fit- 
ly fill it and the old world seems to wag, 
with a contented hum and tbe sun shines 
approvingly. Tbe note ot discord is only 
sounded when the imp of intolerance be- 
gins his fiendish work. 


If we would realize how steadily the 


world is changing In little things and 
that what our parents did, we no longer 
do, take up a bundle of old. letters and 
read them through. They were written 
With no thought of the future, 
with no 


Intention other than to convey informa- 
tion that concerned only the person ad- 
dressed and any reference to a third party, 
even if not amiable, was not serious and 
Intended to be straightway forgotten. 
Here they are before me, more than a 
dozen of tbem; opened, rend, laid aside 
and forgotten, fifty years ago. Happily 
escaping destruction, 
I am, by their 


kindly aid, seeing the world of those ear- 
lier days as no historian 
would ever de- 


pict them. 
We can trust implicitly unin- 


tentionally written hlatory, such as a let- 
ter, but it is well to gravely consider a 
good deal of history, written as such, 
and long after the events described and 
commented on. 


These old letters are of the days of pri- 


mitive riill-roading, of wood-burning, lo- 
comotives and cinders in your eyes; of 
Andrew 
Quintin, 
conductor, leaving 


Trenton at 7 a. m. and Bristol an hour 
later and taking a boat at Tacony, reach- 
ing Walnut street wharf, Philadelphia, at 
9.30 a.m. Two hours and a half to 
make the trip, bat no'womler. A man, 
running across a field, had but to wave 
bis hat, to stop the train. How do I 
know? Well, the letters say so, and they 
are unimpeachable evidence. Incidental 
reference in an old letter is better assur- 
ance of n condition than any legal docu- 
ment ever drawn. No fraud Is possible 
in a letter, but crookedness often creeps 
from the pen of a lawyer. How time files! 
An engagement is announced in one of 
these letters. I daily see the grandchil- 
dren of that couple. The writer could 
not see what they saw in each other, and 
predicted disaster, woman-Ilka, because 
her own affairs were not all rose-colored, 
but no disaster came. Tbe changing 
fashions worried then ag DOW, those who 
were forced to consider the coat of cloth- 
ing. 
I read: "They are going to Wear 


stripes instead of plaids, and my last 
gown ii MS good as new. It is too bad." 
Then the writer branches off to another 
master, dear to the feminine heart. She 
asserts: "Jane tells me, Lucy is to marry 
the 'Freckle-nose' she met at 
Yearly 


Meeting." 


Truly, no new book ii more attractive 


reading, than such purely human docu- 
ments ae familiar letters from friend to 
friend. 


How delightful would it be, if the poai- 


tlvists of a cbarlatanio type would be 
suppressed. 
They might 
indeed, be 


passed by unnoticed, were it not that 
they have jost wit enough to know that 
only by vehement harangue can they hold 
their unthinking 
followers 
together. 


Occasionally, 
people 
who think for

ordeal. 
Well may their wordi our helpless ears

Editor Gazette:—The elections are over 


once more and men who in tbe heat of 
the contest said nasty things and used 
language which had more force than ele- 
gance about some of their t'ellowmec and 
the views or principles expounded by 
them, are again on speaking terms with 
their opponents and in another week's 
time tbe bitterness will all have been for- 
gotten and normal conditions prevail 
on 139 more. 
it is a strange peculiarity of human 


nature that sentiment can be wrought 
up for or against a candidate aspiring 
to public office that has really no foun- 
dation on fact, but if .the matter was 
thorougly investigated and proper judg- 
ment rendered it would often be demon- 
strated without fear of contradiction that 
an error of judgment on the part of the 
many was more tha responsible cause 
than either merit or the want of merit 
on the part of tbe candidate or candi- 
dates. 


When we view the matter calmly and

PEOPLE YOU KNOW 


Ex-Senator Jew* W. Kiiight. 


From time to time the Gazette pro 
poiei to publish sketches and pictures of 
Bristolians who have claims for distinc- 
tion. This week we present an eicellent 
likeness of Jesse W Knight. 


Mr. Knieht is the oldest living mem- 


ber ol the Bristol Lodge of Masons and 
mas the Master of that lodge In 1859—47 
years' ago. Mr. Knight wai born in 
Byberry, In September, 1823, and ie 
now in his 83d year. He came to Bris- 
tol in 1841 and baa resided here ever 
since. He is the son of the late Jndge 
Jonathan Knight, who was a judge in 
the Philadelphia courts, and was one of 
six children, having three brothers and 
two Bisters. 
When about sixteen years 


of age, young Knight left the farm 
at 


Byberry and went to New Hope, this 


connty, where he learned the trade of a 
miller. 
As a youth be came to Bristol 


and engaged with John Dorrance at tbe 
old mill, the ruins of which are still 
standing on Mill street. Mr. Enigbt 
remained with tbe Dorrances for 23 years, 
after which be retired from business. 


Mr Knight waa always an active and 


uncompromising Democrat, and was hon- 
ored by his party by being elected to the 
State House of Representatives and later 
to the State Senate. Be served in the 
latter body in 1871-73. 


Mr. Enight is still in good physical 


health and enjoys bis daily walks about 
town. 


The Vote on tie Work Tax Question.

being weaker of the assembly, there li 
an interesting bit of blitory connected 
with the old statebouse at Albany, 
where It has stood for years, the finest 
example of pure Doric architecture In 
this country, on the easterly side of Bla- 
gle street, between I*>e and Bteuben 
streets, It* walls and partitions all of 
solid stone, very much as If Its balls, 
rooms and stairs had been carved out 
within a huge block of marble. 


It was completed in 1812, costing the 


state about $350,000. It Is built entirely 
of Sing Sing marble, quarried and cut 
within the prison walls. 


Tlie old capltol being Inadequate to 


accommodate the Increasing business 
of the state, this additional building 
was planned and built and Is still used 
for the offices of the state comptroller, 
the state engineer and surveyor and the 
state banking department 


In a spirit of economy it was decided 


to have as much as possible of the 
work done by the prisoners from the 
material found within the prison walls 
at Sing Sing, fairly good material, too, 
but not the best, as It is a soft marble, 
as evidenced by the wear which now. 
shows so plainly in the steps and by the 
crumbling of some of the stones from 
exposure to the weather. All the mate- 
rial was cut to completion within the 
walls of the prison under such plans 
that when shipped to Albany there 
would be no further work necessary 
except practically to lay one stono up- 
on another, and so on until the whole 
was assembled In the completed build- 
ing. 


To accomplish this detailed plan a 


system of marking the etones was nec- 
essary. The plans were carefully made 
and a system of marking elaborately 
laid out by the architect to charge, who 
found In the prison at Sing Slug a life 
prisoner whose record showed him to 
be an engineer of the highest ability 
and who seemed as competent as any 
man In the country to carry out the 
work to be done in the prison, and nat- 
urally he was not unwilling to follow 
his chosen profession In preference to 
doing the manual labor of cutting or 
quarrying stone. 
So, following the 


spirit of economy referred to above, the 
plans In detail and the system of mark- 
Ing were turned over to him and the 
whole work at that end given over to 
his full superintendence and absolute 
control. 


In due time the stones In their vari- 


ous shapes and sizes and In quantity 
for the whole building were delivered 
In Albany and the work of construc- 
tion commenced In accordance with the 
plans and system of marking original- 
ly furnished. With the very first stone 
ttere was trouble. It not only did not 
fit the place, but none of the stones 
marked to adjoin it fitted It, and, fur- 
ther, It did not seem ever Intended for 
the place the number Indicated.

The free distribution of Diphtheria 


Antitoxin Inaugurated by Dr. Samuel 
O. Dixon, Commissioner ot the new 
State Department of Health, Is already 
showing a splendid saving of precious 
lives. Out of the total number of cases 
reported to the Department of Health 
In January In which the free Antitoxin 
was administered there were so few 
deaths as to bring the death rate down 
to 8 8 per cent. This was a reduction 
of over 6 per cent, from the December 
figures. This low death rate as shown 
bv the January records means that In- 
stead of about 42 lives being lost out 
of every hundred cases of Diphtheria, 
as would be found where Antitoxin la 
not used, the disease was able to claim 
only about nine victims. 
It means 


that Instead of 420 deaths out of every 
1000 
cases of Diphtheria, the death 


rate is brought down by the free dis 
trlbution of Antitoxin to 88. 


Health Commissioner Dixon feels 


confident that as the custom of free 
distribution 
of 
Antitoxin 
becomes 


more thoroughly established and the 
physicians of the State use the Benin 
more promptly after the onset ot the 
disease and in more liberal doses, fie 
death rate will go far lower. 


From city, town and country v llaj 


all over the big State of Pennsylvarla 
the physicians are sendlngjn_jtheir re 
ports that tell the story of little ch 1 
dren stricken down by Diphtheria, and 
then of the arrest of the dread diseas" 
by the administering of the wonderful 
prophylactic—Antitoxin Dread disease 
It hardly need be called any longer, 
for the hand of death that was for 
merly'thought to have the little child 
surely in its grasp, the moment that 
Diphtheria was diagonsed, has now 
lost its power. 


At the time that the State Depart 


ment of Health is supplying Antitoxin 
for curative purposes, it is also fur- 
nishing the serum for Immunizing. 
When the family physician Is called 
into the bumble home and reads upon 
the child's throat the signs that to his 
practiced eye mean 
Diphtheria, he 


knows also that the little brothers and 
sisters of the sick child have by this 
time probably been exposed to the 
disease and may be stricken down at 
any moment No need for him to wait 
and see if any of these other children 
develop the symptoms of the disease. 
He may Immediately secure from the 
State's free distributing depots suffi- 
cient Antitoxin to immunize every one 
of the little ones, and the older mem- 
bers of the household, too, who have 
been exposed to the infection. 


H is now the aim of the Health Com- 


missioner to Impress upon the physi- 
cians of the State the great import- 
ance of administering the Antitoxin In 
curative doses as soon as possible af- 
ter the onset of the disease, and the 
Immunizing doses as soon as it is 
known that other children of the 
household have been in any way ex- 
posed to the disease. The importance 
of this early use is shown very clearly 
In the clinical reports that the State 
Department of Health receives In 
cases where the free Antitoxin has 
been used The January records show 
In more than one case that if the Anti- 
toxin had been administered ^earlier, 
and In some cases more liberally, a 
life might have been saved. 


Dr. Dixon greatly appreciates the co- 


operation he Is getting from his fellow 
physicians throughout the state In se- 
curing to the people the full benefits 
of the free- distribution of Diphtheria 
Antitoxin. On their part the physicians 
are dally telling of the benefits experi- 
enced by them In their practices. 


Dr. S. F. McDonald, of Lawrence 


county, writes to the commissioner: 
"I am enclosing clinical report of the 
household of diphtheria treated with 
the department Antitoxin. The results 
were very gratifying. I feel that the 
furnishing of gu£h for the poor is a 
boon to scientific medicine, a great aid 
to the physicians of the state, and a 
very much needed charity to the poor."

At the 600 different points through- 


out the state'where Health Comfnip 
sloner Dixon has established a <<- 
of distribution, there is kept a supply 
of fresh Antitoxin that can be drawn 
upon Immediately by the physician 
whenever he has a case of diphtheria 
in a family that cannot afford to bear 
the expense of the serum. The system 
of keeping these depots supplied so 
that no valuable time may be lost In 
administering the Antitoxin, has-been 
carefully worked out by the Depart- 
ment of Health, and the commissioner 
pays high tribute to the excellent man- 
ner in which his distributors have tak 
en hold of their work and the con 
ecienttous care they are showing in 
keeping their 'records of the. amounts 
distributed.

TRICK WITH DOMINOES. 


A Feat That Will Pnaile Those Hot 


In the Secret. 


An Interesting feat can be performed 


with tbe dominoes, which the operator 
announces as follows: "I will lay the 
dominoes In a line, one beside another, 
lying on their faces and making one 
black line. Now I will go into the next 
room, with my eyes as closely covered 
as you may desire. In my absence you 
may take from the line any number of 
dominoes you please provided yon take 
them from that end which is now at 
my right hatd and place them at the 
opposite end, so that, except for* the 
change In the places of the piece, the 
line is Just the same as before. On my 
return, without unbandaglng my eyes, 
I will tell you the number transported 
from one end to the other. I will -do 
morb. From the midst of these domi- 
noes, of which you have changed the 
position, I will draw one which., by the 
addition of Its spots, will tell you ex- 
actly the number which you took from 
right to left. After they have made the 
change count with your fingers—If your 
eyes are bandaged—the dominoes from 
left to right as far as the thirteenth. 
The spots on this thirteenth will Inva- 
riably represent the number of domi- 
noes whose position has been altered. 
But In forming the line originally you 
must ha^e arranged the first thirteen 
dominoes, beginning at the left, so that 
the spots on the first, form the number 
12, of the second 11, of the third 10, 
and so on up to a double blank for the 
last and thirteenth. You place the oth- 
er dominoes afterward in the order In. 
whlcn they happen to present them- 
selves."
